Question three on the ballotnext 
Monday asks the voters to adopt 
permissive legislation, establish- 
ing a minimum-maximum wage 
for patrolmen in the police depart- 
ment, 

The act, if adopted, does not in- 
clude sergeants or the chief, 

According to Patrolman Duncan 
Cairnie, who heads the committee 
seeking adoption of the question, 
18 of the 19 permanent patrolmen | 
would receive the maximum - 
$6,300 - the equivalent of $121 
weekly, 

The act establishes a range of 
$5,500 to $6,300 in a three-year 
period;-all but one of the patrolmen 
has worked three years in the | 
department, 

The cost of paying the increase, 
according to Officer Cairnie, is 
$9,975 for this year. It would be 
$13,300 for a full 12 months, he ex- 
plained, 

If the sergeants and the chief 
are given a proportionate dollar 
increase by the manager, this 
would add $3,850 in the current 
year, Cairnie said, Thus the total 
added cost in 1964, over 1963, 
would be $13,825. 

At the present valuation, this | 
would result in a tax rate increase 
of approximately 14cents, accord- 
ing to the police officer.

‘Disregard of the central purchasing provision of the 
charter indicates how easily the town can become a 
government of men instead of a government of laws. Re- 
gardless of what any town officials think of a particular 
law, they have no authority to contravene it. Their respon- 
sibility is to carry out the law and proceed to have it 
changed if they believe it to be undesirable. So long as 
the law stands, it is their duty to obey it.’’

Sensible Procedures! 


There has been much debate over centralized purchasing 
in the town; the Study Committee finds there is none, 
despite charter requirements that it be carried out. 

Some citizens believe such a procedure could not possi- 
bly save enough to make it worthwhile; others are certain 
that substantial savings can be realized. 

While all this controversy takes place, several of the 
other features of our purchasing procedures should be 
examined — and there should be no room for argument at 


all. 


The Study Committee urges better record-keeping, more 
adequate procedures to be certain that goods are received, 
and meet specifications. There is also a suggestion that 
materials purchased by weight be weighed, to see if the 
town is getting what it pays for. 

No one can successfully argue against these sensible 


suggestions. 


The town government should take whatever steps are 
necessary to be absolutely certain that the town gets its 


money’s worth all the time.

Remove Choking 
Vines In Winter 


Winter is an ideal time to cut 
down vines that are strangling 
trees, 

Vines have a place in garden 
decoration, But if allowed toclimb 
trees some may soondo more harm 
than good, according to Dr, Edward 
J. Duda, ‘ 

A tendril of a wisteria was 
allowed to climb a dogwood, Soon it 
had wrapped itself around a large 
branch of the tree and the branch 
died of strangulation, 

Woodbine and ivy, especially 
English ivy and poison ivy, are 
notorious stranglers of trees, So 
are interlacing vines of honey- 
suckle and wild grape. 

Some vines can break off 
branches by sheer weight, Others 
have a choking effect, especially 
on small trees, Fences, walls 
and trellises are for vines, not 
trees, Vines and trees become 
compatible when the vines remain 
as ground cover and not tree
